The Government Decrees Being 
Firmly Executed. 


Serious Results Expected in the French 
Provinces, 


The Sultan’s Distrust of the Powers— 
Reported Defeat of Russians 
by the Chinese. 


France. 

PaRIs, Julv 1.—A semi-official note has been 
sent by the French Government tothe journals, 
announcing that the execution of anti-Jesuit 
decrees had not led to disturbance in any part 
of France, and that effect had only been given 
yesterday (Wednesday) tothe decrees affect- 
ing the Jesuits. It concludes as follows: 
“The Government knows its duty, and 
will perform it with firmness.’’ The 
number of persons expelled from the 
Jesuit Chapel yesterday morning was 
thirteen, including one Englishman 
and one Russian. The establishment of Ger- 
man Jesuits isnot at present interfered with. 
At Laval several English Jesuits called on the 
crowd to witness that their rights were being 
violated and said they would appeal to the 
English Embassador.

YESTERDAY’ SCENES, 

LONDON, July 1—A Paris correspondent 
of the Times telegraphs that the crowd which 
witnessed the expulsion of Jesuits from the 
establishmont in Rue de Sevres was almost 
stupefied by the procedure employed. In 
Paris the thing is less serious, but in the 
provinces it will have far deeper 
effects. France will be divided 
into two camps, separated by an unfathoma- 
ble abyss. Those only who have lived 1a the 
provinces can form an ideaof the effect of 
these oppressive measures. It is expected the 
Jesuits will immediately apply to the

An Amendment Asked Making Them 
Transferable. 


To the Members of tte Merchants’ 
change: 

The amendments tothe rules of the Ex- 
change herewith submitted for consideration 
of members are intended ty g.ve effect to the 
desire frequently expressed that member- 
ships be made transferab e. 

Heretofore the assessments have barely cov- 
ered the current expenses, a} parently leaving 
nothing valuable to transfer, though in reality 
the old and constant members have contribut- 
ed towards the accumulation of very valuable 


Ex- 


property in the shape of statistics, 
furniture and otherwise, in which they 
have sacriticed all interest when by 


death, removal or misfortune they have been 
compelled to relinquish their membership. 
In other instances, such as corporations, or 
transportation companies changing agents 
frequently during the year, under the non- 
transferable plan they bave been compelled to 
take out new memberships with every change. 

The several propositions submitted, if 
adopted, as a whole, will make the present 
membership worth two hundred and fifty 
dollars to the holders, or their legal heirs, 
after January 1, 1881, or a profit of one hun- 
dred and fitty dollars each over 
the initiation fce established in July, 
1875. The fact should also cause a large ac- 
cession of new members during the balance 
of tbe current year previous to the proposed 
increase of the initiation fee to $250 for 1881, 
and $25 per annum thereafter. 

The annual increase of the initiation fee, 
together with the setting apart of the fixed 
assessinent for the purpose of building or 
buying suitable exchange rooms, will 
give memberships a steadily increasing 
value, and this assessment should be regard- 
ed as a safe deposit rather than an expense; 
besides, the power of the accumulation from 
this source will ultimately- reduce the assess- 
ments required to meet current expenses. 

There are doubtless several hundred mer- 
chants and manufacturers in the city who. 
while their daily business does not require 
them to be members of the Exchange, would, 
under the proposed advantage of transfer of 
memberships, be glad to join and help to in- 
crease the commercial influence the Exchange 
exercises. ä . 

It is manifestly to the interest of the pres- 
ent members to influence as large an increase 
of members as possible. We should have two 
thousand members before the year is out,

A French Waiter’s Persistent 
Courtship. 


Claiming to be a Viscount, He Renews 
His Persecutions of a New York 
Family—His Second Arrest. 


From the New York Herald. 

Salvain De Lanet, sometimes known as 
Ernest Lacourt, waiter, seems continually 
to be tripped up and fare unsuccessfully, alike 
in love, lunacy and law. Itwas but afew 

ears ago, as perhaps the readers of the 

erald may recollect, that he was an inmats 
of an Orange county lunatic asylum for his 
persistent love-making to the young daughter 
of Mrs. Lispenard Stewart, in whose house 


he had been engaged as a waiter. 
An irrepressible conviction selzed 
him that the young lady wai 


dead in love with him, and no assurance t 
the contrary could convince bim of his error 

After leaving their service. according to th 
testimony of the Stewart family, he persiste | 
in hanging aroundthe house, dogging their 
footsteps on the public highway, 9 
the young lady attempting to speak to her an 

threatening other members of the family for 
interference between him and,as he sup- 
posed, bis devoted love,until it became neces- 
sary for the family to rid themselves ofa 


buisance amounting to a persecution. 
Thus he found himself in the 
Orange County Asylum. From there he 


was transferred to the Blackwell Island Asy- 
lum, where proceedings were instituted for 
his release, and the matter was referred to 
ex-Judge Henry E. Davis. There the matter 
was not prosecuted on the part of the prisoner, 
but soon thereafter he was liberated on con- 
dition that he return to France. He did re- 
turn to France, and has recently returned 
here to renew his attacks on the young lady’s 
affections. Since his departure, he says, he 
has received an inheritance, and, reinforced 
with this, as well as his claim to the rank of 
Viscount, he has renewed the siege to the 
citadel of his idol’s heart with propor- 
tionate confidence. As he explains in 
his petition—the substance of which is 
given hereafter—he only wanted to be as- 
sured, if he got a denial of her hand from 
the young lady of his dreams, that it was the 
unrestrained sentiment of her heart, and he 
would then bid farewell to the shores of her 
country forever and return to his own sunny 
France to repair the wreck she had made of 
his heart. The former petition of the im- 
prisoned lover,on which the habaes corpus 
Was granted, was made by his friend and ad- 
viser, Lorenzo Ullo. Init he declares that 
De Lanet is 122 in the New Vork 
Asylum forthe Insane under the charge of 
Dr. McDonald,and is there confined, suffer - 
ing from what is claimed an insane delusion 
in regard to the affections of a certain young 
lady; thatthe prisoner is notinsane aod is 
in no way dangerous to himself orany other 
person. 
THE LOVER’S TALE OF WOE. 

The prisoner himself alieges thut he is a na- 
tive of France, and twenty five years of age. 
In 1878, he says, he fell in love withthe young 
lady referred to, in whose family he had beeu 
employed, and desired to marry her, and by 
reason thereof the family took tue same steps 
they are now taking, and had him arrested 
and broughttoa lunatic asylum. Proceed- 
ings were then brougbt for his release, and 
after they had been initiated the parties who 
had him confined consented to his re- 
lease, and he thereupon returned to 
his native country, where be receive 
a small inheritance. He returned to this 
country for the purpose of obtaining from the 
young lady referred to a fiaal answer to his 
proposal of marriage. Upon his arrival he 
proceeded to the St. James Hotel, and thence 
sent his card to the mother of the young lady 
respectfuliv requesting the privilege of an in- 
terview. He received no reply, but soon per 
ceived that he was shadowed by detectives, aud 
he thereupon proceeded to his former counsel 
to request his assistance and endeavor to in- 
terest him in his behalf. His counsel recom- 
mended that he should go out of the city unti! 
the counsel for the young lady’s family could 
be seen. The latter admitted that he 
{petitioner) was shadowed, and said 
he intended to put himin alunatic asylum. 
His counsel remonstrated and brought the 

etitioner to the office of the counsel for the 

amily,to whom he said that all he wanted 
wasto obtain anaswer whichhe could be 
assured was from the young lady herself, and 
that if it was unfavorable he would im- 
mediately return to France. On Friday, tu: 
18th inst., bis counsel called upon the young 
lady with a letter from him which had already 
been shown to her family, and reported to the 
petitioner that the ladv’s refusal was positive 
and undoubted. He then told his 
counsel the matter was ended on 
his part and that he would at once return 
to France. He went tothe Cunard Line for 
the purpose of obtaining his passage, also to 
the officers of the White Star and French lines, 
but could get no first-class passage. Hethen 
concluded to take a second cabin passage by 
the Cunard Line and returned for a final visit 
to Manhasset, andin no way interfered with 
the family of the young lady. On Friday last 
he came to New York to make final arrange- 
ments for his departure, and on proceeding 
through Liberty street he was arrested and 
conveyed to the Tombs on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct, and without being taken be- 
fore any magistrate was the following morn- 
ing sent to the Lunatic Asylum. 

THE GROUNDS OF HIS IMPRISONMENT.

burn, and his insanity was also certified to by 
Dr. McDonald of the Biackwell Island Luna- 
tic Asylum.

UNSANITARY CHICAGO.

Millions for Parks, but Little for Sew- 
ers—tThe Startling Netes of an Ob- 
server. 

{From the Springfield Republican. | 


CHICAGO, ILL., June —— a 
weeks’ stay in this city my attention has been 
much called to the, poor sanitary regulations 
that obtain here aud to the manner in which 
the city’s money has been and still 1s expend - 
ed. Untold amounts have been laid out on 
parks and boulevards. while the vital need 
of sewers and thorough scavenger work has 
been overlooked. The debt of the city 
has been largely increased and its treasury 
at times emptied of money necessary to pay 
policemen, school-teachers and labsrers on 
public works. Last summer some of the 
city’s laborers actually suffered for lack of 
their pay. The city has about twenty parks 
which are considered worthy of mention, and 
it is hur ing the construction of the grand 
teen which is to encircle the city. New 
attractions are continually being added to 
these parks; a pair of sea iions, for instance, 
to Lincoln Park recentty. The Nicholson 
pavement on many streets is very dilapidated, 
and the rapid decay ef this pavement, also of 
the wooden sidewalks,and the capacity of both 
for receiving and holding the germs of dis- 
ease, are subjects worthy ot consideration. 

There is a great lack of sufficient and proper 
sewerage, and if it is not speedily remedied 
the death-rate will most certaicly increase. 
Ward Fourteen has only thirty-one feet of sew- 
ers tothe acre, andinthis ward there were 
116 deaths during the month of May, over 
forty per cent of which the Health Commis- 
sioner attributes to diseases produced by coa- 
tagion from poison in the atmosphere. The 
death-rate in this ward is ninety per cent 
greater than in Ward Four, where there are 
127 feetofsewerstotheacre. The population 
of the city is constantly and rapidly increas- 
ing and extending over a territory without 
sewerage, and tbe mortuary records show the 
relation between grim death and insufficient 
sewerage to be very close. The amount of 
fifth in many of the streets, alleys and yards 
is enough to shock a person who has eyes and 
nose to see and smell. Mud-holes where 
water stands for days after a rain, and stag- 
nant pools of filthy water, which are likely to 
outlast the hot summer, are all too common, 
and I have just heard of a pond within the 
city’s limits where can be seen nine dead dogs. 
This pond is where an ice company gets 
its annual stock of ice. The water, of which 
much has been written, is very good, aud were 
all otherthings as pure I believe this would 
be one of the healthiest cities in the country. 
There are times at longintervals when the 
water becomes polluted, when there is a long- 
continued southwesterly wind, but this does 
not often occur. By the way, it is charged 
that the dealers iu various kindsof drinks, 
with an eye to their own profit, have been the 
chief promoters of the local excitement in re- 
— to tue r of the water. The fre- 
juent lake winds 1 believe are the salvation 
of the city, and that if these were withholden 
for the space of three months inthe summer 
season the harvest of death would be a fearful 
one.

The proposition of Dr. Tanner to fast forty 
days in this city merely by the operation of his 
strong will is now exciting the attention, not 
only of à large portion ef the people, but of the 
medical profession here and elsewhere. Dr. 
W. A. Hammond is so skeptical on the sub- 
ject that he offered to bet the self-starver 
$1,000 that he could not accomplish the feat; 
put a disagreement as to detaiis occurred be- 
tweet the two doctors, and the bet was not 
taken. ‘The issue involved is not one of per- 
sonal strength or endurance. It is a far more 
importantone. If Dr. Tannershould succeed, 
then others to whom he may impart his secret 
should be able to imitate his example. Ia 
such a case men like Bo») Ingersoll would 
doubtless say that there is 

NO SUPERNATURAL HELP REQUIRED 

to fast for acertain period, whether it be for 
a week or two weeks. Remember what Dr. 
Tanner did. He existed for forty days and 
forty nights without so much as eating a mor- 
sel. What, then, becomes of your biblical 
stories that the fasts therein named were 
miraculous? 

Now it is considered somewhat singular 
that Dr. Tanner should fix upon forty days 
as the specific period in which he could live 
without any food. Does the time named re- 
present the limit gf his personal power of en- 
durance? If not, why did he not agree to 
fast for a longer or lesser period? There is a 
strange similarity between the time he men- 
tions and thatin which the Divine Redeemer 
fasted. Dr. Tanner’s proposition, if suc- 
cessful, only tends to show that the miracu- 
lous abstinence from food by patriarchs, pro- 
phets and apostles, and the saints of the des- 
sert, could have been accomplished by the 
mere force of the will and not by special 
strength from heaven. It would be well, 
indeed, ifthe gluttornous portion of the com- 
munity should diminish their appetites and 
place them within natural bonds, and viewed 
in this sense, Dr. Tanner’s efforts to illustrate 
how long a person can fast may be laudable, 
but when he talks about existing for six 
weeks without using his molars or taking any 
aliment into his stomach, he simply excites 
the wonder, curiosity and skepticism of the 
whole community. 

TRICK OF A PROFESSIONAL FASTER. 

The proposed betof Dr. Hammond that 
Tanner cannot fast solong is generally re- 
garded as a safe one, and the fact that the bet 
was not taken has elicited a good deal of com- 
ment. Similar bets were made in Ireland 
thirty years ago under somewhat like circum- 
stances. That excitable land was agitated to 
its center by a report that a religious devotee 
named Bernard Cavanagh had actually fasted 
for a long period, and that he could absolutely 
live without food. Bernard soon became a 
marked man. Although a Catholic, the clergy 
of bis church were the first to discountenance 
any belief in his professions; but he achieved 
such a large amount of notoriety that the 
whole nation viewed him and his claims with 
increasing interest. At last he was subjected 
to a severe test. He attempted to fast in the 
city of Dublin fora prescribed time; but a 
little army of skeptics, including some physi- 
cians, kept him under surveillance. They did 
bot detect any one bringing him food, but 
they insisted upon taking every fluid from 
his room, and tben the secret was discovered. 
The fast was a bogus one. Then Bernard 
Cavanagh’s career ended. In some of bis 
earlier fasts“ food was secretly brought to 
him, but the fact was not made known until 
after his last attempt to deceive the com mun- 
ity. 

MIRACLES VERSUS FORCE OF WILL. 

In Bernard Cavanagh’s case he claimed that 
he was fasting by miraculous power; but, on 
the other hand, Dr. Tanner boldly asserts that 
he can live without tood for the period stated 
merely by the force of his will. The plea of 
the saints of the desert was that they could 
fast, and did fast for long periods, only 
tbrough special strength from Heaven. St. 
Simon Stylites,in his prayer fur mercy, is 
made by Tennyson to say: 


Let this avail, just, dreadful, mighty God; 

‘This not be all in vain, that thrice ten years, 

Thrice multiplied a superhuman pangs, 

In hunger and in thirsts, fever and colds, 

In coughs, aches, stitches, ulcerous sores and 
cramps, 

A sign between the meadow and the cloud, 

Patient on this tall pillow I have borne; 

Rain, wind, frost, heat, hail, damp, and sleet

EARLY INSTANCES OF ALLEGED FASTING. 

There are, however, many instances record- 
ed of great powers of human endurance as to 
fasting, but in the majority of the cases they 
were not tested. 

The year 1357 probably witnessed the first 
instance where an attempt at a protracted fast 
was made. A woman named Celia de Ryge- 
way, who was condemned forthe murder of 
her husband, fasted in Nottingham Jail for 
forty days, and the King, upon being per- 
suaded of the fact, granted a pardon to the 
woman. Two centuries later, John Scott, of 
Scotland, gave many exhibitions of his ap- 
parent ability to fast for many days at a time. 
The King, wishing to test the matter, shut 
Scott up in a room in Edinburgh Castle, and 
caused a little bread and water tobe placed by 
bim. Attheend of thirty-two days he was 
set at liberty, and it was found that he had not 
touched even the small quantity of bread and 
water. Scott claimedto be able to perform 
these feats by the help of the Blessed Virgin, 
and subsequently went to Rome, where he ap- 
peared before Pope Clement VII. The case 
of Scott was investigated, but no one was able 
to detect any fraud in his methods. 

A case of a somewhat different nature from 
the above mentioned was that of Mary 
Waughton, of Wigginton, Staffordshire. Itis 
said that from an early age she had been ac- 
customed to live upon an amount of food and 
liquor much below what everybody else took. 
She did not eat in a day a piece of bread of 
the size of acrown,or of meat ‘‘not above 
the a gyros of a pigeon’s egg at most.“ She 
drank scarce a spoonful of milk or water a 
— yet itis told she was a maiden of a 
fresh complexion and healthy enough, very 
piously disposed, |

Christina Michelot was one of the celebri-

She lived 
on water and refused all solid food. She lived 
on water from November, 1771, till July, 1755.

FECHTER’S LIBRARY, 


The Great Actor’s Books Find Their 
Way Into a Second-Hand Bookstore 
Basketfuls of Manuscript Plays and 
Valuable French Works Relating to 
the Stage. 

[From the Philadelphia Times. | 


The library of the lute Charles Fechter has 
fallen into the hands of a South Niuth street 
second-hand book firm. It is a curious col. 
lection. Altogether there are three or four 
hundred volumes of books and several large 
baskets full of manuscript plays and as many 
sheets of music. The most valuable of the 
books are French works relating to the stage 
and to costumes. Looking at these books, it 
is not difticult to see where Fechter got his 
ideas of dress representation in his Various 
plays. There is everything among them 
thatan actor could desire in the way of 
information as to modes of dress at different 
periods of time in various countries. The 
most complete of these, perhaps, is a Frenca 
work in thirty-one volumes, entitled ‘‘4 
History of Costumes,”? comprising the styles 
of dress of the people ofevery nation in the 
world. Then there 1s another work, in three 
volumes, containing the different costumes of 
the people of all modern nations. There is 
still another work on the costumes in France 
of the thirteenth, fourteenth aud fifteenth 
centuries, and yet another on the costumes of 
France from the earliest times down to 
about 1845. All these works are replete 
with finely-colored engravings, and when 
— published must have commanded large 

rices. 
* Next to these perhaps the most valuabte are 
the works of Shakspeare—three copies alto- 
gether. Tne most custly of these is a large 
old-style print bookin polished calf, about 
fifteen iuches long by ten wide. It is the first 
reprint of Shakspeare and a fac-simile of the 
first edition. On the title page is the follow- 


ing: 

F. Mr. William Shakspeare’s Comedies, 
Histories and Tregedies. London. Printed 
by Isaac Jaggard and Ed. Blount. 1623.“ 

Another edition contains only the comedies 
of Shakspeare. But it contains the finest lot 
of engravings perhaps in the whole col- 
lection. Some of these engravings in the first 
part of the book are of an allegorical charac- 
ter, as beautiful in their conception as in their 
execution. One represents The Infant 
Shakspeare Attended by Nature and the 
Passions;’’ another Shakespeare Nursed by 
Tragedy and Comedy; again, Shakspeare 
Between Poetry and Painting.“ Throughout 
the whole book there are illustrations of the 
characters in various situations in each play, 

Fechter’s former predilection toward archi- 
tecture caused him to gather togetber some 
important and valuable works in this line, 
most allofa French character. The most 
valuable is a large book, containing engrav- 
ings of ail the modern theaters in Europe, to- 
gether with comparisons of their stage ma- 
chinery and other various forms of mechan- 
ism. ‘There aré many smaller books on the 
art of building, some of them Containing fine 
engravings. 

Less noticeable, but more prized, perhaps, 
are the numereus presentation copies from 
various brother artists and men of letters 
found inthe collection. First is a small, 
oe corrected copy of Wilkie Collins“ No 

ame, with one side of each leaf blank 
and centaining sixty-one pages. At the 
head of the title-page is this writing, con- 
taining the author’s signature in a small, fine

There 
is also“ Corsican Brothers,’’ **The Mas- 
ter of Ravenswood,” the first and last of 
which are marked. “Adapted by and the 
property of Chas. Fechter.“ 

The books comprise, with a few exceptions, 
the library of Fechter, and have been pur 
chased by the firm mentioned from Miss Liz- 
zie Price, the administratrix of the estate.

Not easily. It will never do to give any 
State more than one Cabinet position. As 
Mr. Glover and Charles Gibson are ahead 
of Col. Broadhead in Mr. Hancock’s per- 
sonal friendship we don’t see a chance for 
him unless both Mr. Glover and Mr Gibson 
should step aside. The matter could be 
arranged if Mr. Gibson accepted a foreign 
mission, and Mr. Glover went to the Sen- 
ate. That would probably be satisfactory 
all around. 


THE PROSPECSS. 

Truth will never do harm. Not in the 
first gush of enthusiasm, not in the warmth 
of emotion, not in the natural wish that is 
father to the thought, but in the light of 
actual experience, upon the basis of figures 
and facts, and in the spirit of pure, cold, 
calculating reason, must the political sound- 
ings be taken to arrive at the real situation 
and the probable outcome of this contest. 

Undoubtedly the Democratic nomina- 
tions are strong, and have been remarka- 
bly well received by the country. Undoubt- 
edly the Democratic platform IS 
sound and unassailable. Undoubtedly 
the majority of the American voters 
are Democrats. Undoubtedly the Democ- 
racy has anumber of great advantages in 
this contest. By simply adding the vote of 
Indiana and New York to that of the South 
it can and will elect its ticket. 

Still, we look for a most desperate, hard- 
fought contest, and a very close vote. 
Still, we think it very foolish for Democrat- 
ic leaders to hold out the idea that this bat- 
tle is already won, and that the rest will be 
a walk-over. 

Mr. Tilden repeated in his admirable let- 
ter to the Cincinnati Convention an idea 
which we heard him express in personal 
conversation more than once. ‘It was my 
opinion in 1876,“ wrote Mr. Tilden to the 
Cincinnati Convention, “that the opposition 
attempting to chanye the administration need- 
ed to include at least two-thirds of the voters 
at the opening of the canvass in order to re- 


tain a majority at the election.“ 

Mr. Tilden did not give any reasons for 
his opinion,but thoughtful readers will soon 
conceive them if they will reflect a little. 
There are several powerful influences in a 
national contest which side against the 
Democrats. Though not felt in the be- 
ginning of the campaign, they grow as the 
campaign grows and are materially felt in 
the end. The difference between a two- 
thirds majority and a simple majority, be- 
tween the beginning and the end of a cam- 
paign, of which Mr. Tilden speaks, is due 
to the operation of these causes. 

What these causes of disadvantage to the 
Democracy are? 

First—The power of the press, which is 
very largely Republican in all the Northern 
States. 

Second—The power of that great army of 
100,000 office-holders whose existence de- 
pends upon the result. 

Third—The money power of the East, 
which, in conjunction with the organized 
privileges and monopolies, contributes im- 
mense election or corruption funds to the 
Republican party. 

Fourth—The superior organization, the 
military discipline, the intense coherence 
and the splendid leadership of the Repub- 
lican party for all campaign purposes. 

Fifth—The prejudices and passions—sec- 
tional, religious, national and those arising 
from the civil war—which Republican lead- 
ers appeal to in the North, and which they 
can now appeal to with even more plausi- 
bility sinee every State lately in rebellion, 
every State in the South, is Democratic, 
and since the majorities in both houses of 
Congress are largely composed of ex- 
Confederate Brigadiers. 

Sixth—The skill and great ability with 
which the Republican leaders can manufac- 
ture false issues, their desperate energy. 
their undoubted superiority in lying and 
managing a campaign. 

These are doubtless some of the Repub- 
lican advantages to which Mr. Tilden re- 
ferred, and which Democratic over-confi- 
dence will certainly not diminish. 

Yet, our usually sensible neighbor and 
clever contemporary, the Times, indulges 
in the belief that the Democrats may carry 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, IIIinois 
and even Colorado. 

We don’t believe a word of it. 

Last year the Republicans carried Penn- 
sylvania by a plurality of 58,438, anda 
majority over both Democrats and Green- 
backers combined of 28,092! 

Political parties do not change much in 
Presidential contests. The Repuollcans 
will poll their full strength in November. 
Whatever sore spots may now exist will 
be healed in the heat of the campaign. 

Itis never wise to count on the folly or 


assume that the antagonist will do the very 
best thing possible, and prepare to meet it. 

Our confidence in the success of the 
Democracy is based upon quite a different 
theory than that of the Times. Indiana 
and New York, with the 138 votes of the 
South, elect the next President. Indiana 
and New York have been Democratic for 
years, and, therefore, it is perfectly 
natural and reasonable that a united party | 
with strong candidates, a sound platform 
and effective issues will retain these States. 
This is enough. But there is not the re- 
motest doubt whatever about New Jersey, 
which will add nine electoral votes to Mr. 
Hancock’s majority. Enough is enough. 

The October elections will practically de- 
cide the contest. The Republicans 
are very hopeful of carrying In- 
diana and will wage a great battle 
for it. Of course, if they should succeed 
it would almost settle the question in their 
favor. But the probabilities are that Indi- 
ana will go Democratic, Ohio Republican, 
and the fight will be transferred to and de- 
cided by New York in November. 

But Tilden’s plurality in Indiana over 
Hayes was only 5,515, and as against Hayes 
and Cooper he was in a minority of 4,000. 
And in New York there will be not less than 
1,250,000 votes cast this year—there were 
over a million in 1876—and it will require 
more than mere faith to carry these States 
against the desperate fight the Republicans 
are sure to make. 

Work alone did it before. Work alone 
will do it again. And it will be done. 


THE JESUITS IN FRANCE. 

Under the 7th article of the Decret of 
the 29th of March the Society of Jesus was 
yesterday evicted from all its monasteries 
and institutes in France. The priests and 
novices were led out of their homes by the 
police, doors were broken open, churches, 
chapels and schools were closed. Domicil- 
iary visitations were everywhere made, and 
the followers of Loyola, the educators of 
the youth of France, found themselves 
on the evening of the 30th of June 
without a roof of their own to cover them. 
The dispossession has been complete and 
thorough. It is utterly finished, and we 
now await the next phase of the con- 
flict. 

To an American such an act on the part 
of a free government is something incon- 
ceivable; we cannot understand a Republic 
arraying itself against one of its internal 
religious bodies; we cannot see the neces- 
sity for such hostility; we cannot admit 
that a Government may safely be allowed 
such power. It has long been evident that 
French liberty is very different from Amer- 
ican liberty. One or two more ex- 
hibitions of this kind will make it 
evident that French Überty and 
despotism have many points in common. 
The friends of the Decret urge that they 
are only obeying the popular will in reviv- 
ing the old laws against the unauthorized 
religious communities; they urge that 
Jesuit teaching—and the youth of France 
is largely under Jesuit tuition—is incom- 
patible with freedom; they claim the right 
under the Concordat to do as they are 
doing; and in fine they have, which is after 
all the best logic, the power to enforce the 
law. In obeying the popular will the 
French Republic is, perhaps, in this in- 
stance sowing the wind to reap the 
whirlwind. When opinion sets from an- 
other quarter they may be sorry that they 
have given such force to the axiom 
that the voice of the majority is the voice 
of God. The will of the people in France 
has changed before and it will change 
again; the majority that now has all the 
rights may become the minority with no 
rights at all. It is idle to aim at the Jesuits 
without at the same time striking at the 
whole Catholic Church. Gallicanism has 
entirely disappeared in France, and what 
the Jesuits have taught, the secular priests 
will teach. To eradicate the alleged danger 
to free institutions contained in the Catho- 
lic schools, there will have to be an en- 
forced exodus of all the clergy. Wheth- 
er the Republic can afford to ar- 
ray its Catholic millions against itself 
is a problem in which the Royalists and 
the Bonapartists will take a very lively in- 
terest. The Jesuit schools all the world 
over are much the same; and here in 
America, aftera century of undisturbed 
growth, they certainly have not shown any 
danger. 

Because there is so large a proportion of 
what are called infidels in the Catholic 
countries, the authorities are beguiled into 
catering to their theories, forgetting that 
every woman and every child is 
Catholic to the core, and that 
the material for a great Ultramontane re- 
action is always present and will some. 
time come. 

The event proves once more how mean- 
ingless mere forms and names of govern- 
ment are, and that the rule of a popular 
majority and a republic may become as 
despotic and cruel as that of an arbitrary 
king or emperor. 

For, after all, the only reason why’ these 
Jesuits are expelled is because they 
are disliked and regarded dangerous by the 
ruling party. But if a ruling political 
party, for purely political or partisan rea- 
sons, can send into banishment one socie- 


ty, it will soon find pretexts enough to do |

WILLIAM H. ENGLISH. 


His Iron-Clad Bed-Room — How He 
Watched for Bank Robbers— Personal 
Description and Caracteristics of the 
Democratic Nominee for the Vice- 
Presidency. 

[Cor. of the Cincinnati Enquirer. } 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., June 29, 1880.—Hon. 
William H. English, the Democratic nominee 
for Vice-President, has beenso long out of 
public life that, personally, be is almost un- 
known outside ofthe circleof business men 
with whom bis extensive interests have 
brought him in contact. When he retired 
from Congress in 1861 he had placed himself 
in bad odor with the Southern wing of his 

arty, because he had declared that the slave- 

olding States must expect all the rights they 
demanded within the Union, and that any at- 
tempt at secession should be stamped out by 
the strong arm of the Government. 
During the war there was no Democratic 
party, only a shadow, and with that 
shadow he did not act; and, although his 
voice was for war, he declined the Colonelcy 
ofa regiment which was tendered him by 
Gov. Morton, and devoted his attention to 
banking, afterthe passage of the National 
Bank Act. Atthe time of the organization of 
the First National Bank the money-owners 
generaily were afraid to touch them, but Eng- 
lish saw that it was the tide which led on to 
fortune, and be went with it. He gave to 
Morton $10,000 in stock, and the same to Mr. 
Hendricks, who was then United States Sen- 
ator, and allowed the dividends to pay out the 
stock. This gift of $20,000 was a stroke of pol- 
icy which illustrates the fact that Mr. English 
knows wben and how to place his money 60 
that it will do the most good. The bank pros- 
pered and grew untilit had a circulation of 
+900,000 and stock for $1,000,000 

MR. ENGLISH GREW RICH 

faster than the bank, and during the last few 
years of his connection with it he gave no at- 
tention to the details of its management. But 
when the panic came in 1873 he opened his 
own money-bags, filled the bank windows 
with bill and specie, and notitied depositors 
that they were ready for a run“ at any time 
their customers might want their cash. His 
idea of banking was simple. Lend no man 
a dollar without ample security, and return 
— every man his deposits when he wants 
them. 


BANK ROBBERIES 
became quite frequent after the panic, and 
one of the] favorite methods was to visit the 
residences of the officers and compel them to 
open the vaults. Mr. Eoglisb, — i a man 
of superior physical courage, well knew that 
when a burglar went that far he had very lit - 
tie compunction about going to greater ex- 
tremes, and he prepared for the boys. 

AN IRON-CLAD’ BED-ROOM 
struck bim as about the safest means of de- 
fense against the intrusion of burglars, and he 
had his sleeping apartment worked over until 
it aflorded him just the protection he needed. 
He bad no valuables in his house beyond such 
articles of plate and jewely as he might have, 
and no part of that was ever kept in the iron- 
clad room. His residence fronts to the east, 
on the Circle, and his bedroom is up stairs 
front, and would not attract special notice 
were it not for the lattice work of steel bars, 
which are plainly visible from the street. 
Since his retirement from the bank the bed- 
room has never been locked. I happened to 
be at his residence some months ago, and he 
‘attempted to show me how he locked himself 
in; but the key was lost and the bolts had 
rusted so that they could not be worked. 
WATCHING FOR BURGLARS 
was one of his favorite amusements on ex- 
tremely stormy nights, especially in winter. 
The writer reached Indianapolis on? cold 
morning in the winter of 1872, at four o’clock, 
and in going from the depot home had to pass 
the First National Bank. The snow was driv- 
en with merciless fury by as coid a wind as 
ever blew, whirling into halls and around cor- 
ners, making it almost impossible for any- 
thing to live long if exposed to it, and yet in 
the bleakest, most exposed place in the build- 
ing stood Mr. English, with anavy six in his 
hand. In answer to an inquiry as to what he 
was doing there, he said: Tais is the kind 
of a night that burglars get in their work, and 
as we are the custodians of the property of 
other people, I want to see that it is all right.“ 
J looked inside the bank and saw the old 
watchman nodding beside a comfortable fire, 
and wondered if he would not feel better it he 
knew that Mr. English was standing guard 
for him. 
HIS PERSONAL APPEARANCE 
is rather marked. He is a fine physical speci- 
men, six feet tall in his boots, and weighs 
about one hurdred and eighty-five, possi 7 
two hundred. His complexion is dark, his 
hair and beard bei slightly tinged with 
y. He wears his hat drawn down well on 
is forehead, inclining a little to the right. In 
walking he takesin any person who may be 
approaching when from forty to fifty feet dis- 
tant. If be has no interest in them, his eves 
are on the ground when they are within 
saluting distance. He dresses neatly, usually 
in black. 
hisnatufe. He is never rude, and it has been 
eaid of him that he could refuse to loan mone 
in such a pleasant way that the disappointe 
applicant would go away feelingthat he had 
wronged him in applying forit. Mr. English 
never slops over. It he does a kindness, it is 
with the same manner and air that goes into 
his business transactions, and he has done 
some noble acts. His kindnesses are not pub- 
lished broadcast—they are as a part of his 
business. 

SENATOR MORTON 
was known to be poor when elected to the 
Senate, and his services to the people of his 
State were appreciated. An earnest friend 
started the scheme of presenting him with a

HANCOCK’S ISLAND HOME. 


From the New York Star. 


The public will naturally be inte 
reading scmething about the home aa ae 
mestic life of General Hancock, the Demo. 
cratic pominee for the Presidency of the 
United States. Although his home is nopj. 
nally in Pennsylvania, his real residence, ag 
Commander of the Army of the East, ig on 
Governor’s Island, in New York Harbor. The 
Louse in which he lives is an oid fashioned 
A structure, not unlike 
mary of the ancient farm-houses s0 fre. 
geen met in Westchester County, New. 

ersey and Connecticut. Long verandas ey. 
tendthe entire length of the building, front 
and rear. and there are pillars 2 the 
portions of the roof which shelter the veran- 
das. ‘ihe pillars are covered with creepiy 
vines, civing the cottage a decidedly rustic ap- 
pearance. Exactly in the center of the front 
of the house there is a su betantially-eog. 
structed door opening into a broad hall, whj 
extends through toa door in the rear. Mid. 
way in the hall a massive staircase leads tg 
the spacious chambers above. An old-fash. 
ioned clock, such as were the style in our 
grandfsthers’ days, stands near the stair- 
case, and its loud ticking at once aitracts the 
attention of the vi-itor. There are beautify) 
shade trees surrounding the quaint dwelling, 
and the place bripgs to mind the rural hom, 
described in à familiar poem:

On the day following the nomination of 
Gen. Hancock by the Cincinnati Conventiog 
the reporter paid him a visit at bis islang 
home.

The traditional 
antipathy between mother-in-law and son-in- 
law certainly does not exist in this case. 

„All aboard for the island,“ shouted the 
guard, and the passengers walked over a nar. 
row gang-plank tothe boat. The boat has an 
eight-by-nine cabin, and a promenade deck 
about the same size. <A sail of exactly seven 
minutes brought the vessel to the Governor’s 
Island landing. Ascendiog a steep pathway, 
the visitors passed a sentry, who, with shoul- 
dered musket, was guarding the long rows of 
heavy cannon, shot and shells, as though 
there was danger that some persen would 
steal Uncle Sam's property.

„Walk right in, boss, and take a seat in the 
parlor.’’ ‘the invitation was accepted, and I 
found several people, who were evidentiy 
strangers, in the room in waiting. The par- 
lor was plainly furnished. A somewhat faded 
Brussels carpet, the figures upon which were 
anything but modern in style, covered the 
floor. The chairs, sofas, mirrors and other 
furniture were decidedly old-fashioned. Sev- 
eral portraits and paintings adorned the wills, 
and articles of bric-a-brac were arranged up- 
on the mantel and on a ‘‘what-not’’ in acor- 
ner. A piano, with quaint, carved, crooked 
legs, was included in the inventory. 

On the floor in front of the fire-place was a 
curious mat, which was an imitation of the 
skin of a white -fox, with funny little, sharp 
glass eyes in the head, which wasraised. Tbe 
representative of the Star was intently gazing 
upon the white fox, when there noiselessly 
entered the parlor the same elderly lady who 
had been heard talking about Gen. Hancock 
in the boat-house.

In 
this way he manages to make all his guests 
feel atease. His conversation did not relate 
to his nomunation for the Presidency or to 
any political subject whatever. He spoke of 
the fine scenery on the island, of the trees, 
referred to the steamer City of New York that 
had been burned and sunk in the East River, 
and told the company that the mil.tary brass 
band attached to the post would play some 
national airs in the campus at five o’clock 
that afternoon. One of the visitors spoke of 
the action of the National Democratic Con- 
vention, but the General skillfully changed 
the subject. 

Suddenly General Hancock looked at his 
watch, and exclaimed: ‘‘I am real sorry; 
but I shall have to gsk you all to excuse me. 
I must go over to my office and attend to some 
important business.

Judge Thayer Confirms the Sale of the Mutual 
Insurance Co. Building—Other Mat- 
ters of Importance. 


Juege Thsyer in passing on the motion to 
confirm the sale of the Insurance Building 
“his morning delivered the following 

OPINION: 

The evidence had in support of the motion 
to confirm the sale of the Insurance Building, 
situated at the corner of Sixth and Locust 
‘streets, shows, without contradiction, that the 
sale was duly advertised and fairly conducted, 


in obedience to previous orders of this Court; 


that the eale was largely attended by respect- 
able citizens, and that there were several par- 
“ies present or represented by agents who 
Were both able and willing to become pur- 
chasers if the property Could be bought ata 
price that would make the same a fair interest- 
paying investment. 

It furthermore appears that among the bid- 
ders competing ati the sale there was very 
little disagreement on the hearing of this mo- 

rtion as to the estimated value of the property, 
such estimates having all been made prior to 
the sale and being very generally based on the 
present and prospective income of the prop- 
erty. 

All the witnesses heard in support of the 
present motion who attended the sale for the 
purpose of buying property and made esti- 
mates of its value with such purpose in view 
-concur in fixing the value of the property at 

rices somewhat lower than the price already 

id. 

Furthermore, it sholud be noted that the par - 
ties opposing the confirmation of the 
sale do not show that there is any person or 
association of persons who are now prepared 
to offer more for the property than the price 
already realized, nor does it 2 that 
there was any person or corperation desir- 
ous of purchasing the property who was not 
actually in attendance or represented at 

THE SALE, 
por was it shown tbat there is any present ex- 

ctation amounting toa probability that a 
‘better price may be obtained within any rea- 
‘sonable length of time hereafter, if a re-sale 
were attempted. ; 

Upon this showing I am thoroughly satis- 
fied that the sale as already made should be 
confirmed. 

I am of the opinion that the price bid at the 
sale, advertised and conducted as the present 
sale bas been, is a more trustworthy guide in 
determining the true market value of the 

roperty than any mere speculative opinions 
based upon what the future may bring forth. 
As the property is now held by the oeceiver 
encumbered with large tax liens it is not 


within the power or the discretion of the 


Court, it it felt so disposed, to withhold the 


Same from sale for an indefinite period, for 


the purpose of obtaining a better price 
for the same. The exigencies of the 
case will imperatively demand a_ sale of 
the property at some peril within the next 
eight months, for the purpose of paying the 
accumulated taxes on the same and liquidat- 
‘ing 
THE AFFAIRS OF THE CORPORATION 

to which it formerly belonged. Taat there is 
avery fair prospect of realizing a higher 
price for the property within that period does 
not seem probable. Atallevents the pros- 
pect of making a more advantageous sale 
witbin that period does not justify the ex- 
pense of another sale and therisk of being 
then compelled to accept a less price than the 
sum already bid. The sale of the property at 
the price of $284,500, subject tothe taxes of 
1880 and existing liens, will be confirmed and 
the receiver ordered to execute a deed in 
favor of the purchaser. 


Telegraph vs. Telephone. 

The endless war between the Americin 
Union Telegraph Company and the Bell Tele- 
phone Company was revived and prosecuted 
with great vigor in Court No. 5 to-day. In 
giving the reasons why the court should 


award a peremptory writ and return against 
the Telephone Company the attorney repre- 


senting the Telegraph Company argued that the 


former corporation had been duly chartered 
under the laws of Missouri, and 
Was bound to make no discrimina- 
tion between citizens aud corporations. 
That it stood upon the same footing as other 
common carriers and had norightto claim 
privileges not granted to common carriers in 
common. That it would be unjust and illegal 
to allow it to discriminate against the Ameri- 
can Union Telegraph Company, and for that 
reason the Court ought to cause a mandamus 
to be issued compelling it to obey the common 
jaw ofthe land, and the statutory law of 
Missouri. The St. Louis branch of the 
Telephone Company, through its attorney, 
claimed on the other band that they had made 
a contract with the New York Bell Telephone 
Company which made it impossible for them 
to accommodate the American Union Tele- 
graph Company. That the statute under 
which they were doing business in Mis®ouri 
gave them the right to prescribe terms when 
they made a contract to run wires to any 
point in the city with parties using their in- 
struments, and therefore had pl itin their 
power to elect with whom they might 
desire to enter into such contracts. After

A QUEER CASE.

The Suit of Buchanan Against Sahlein, 
Singer & Co.

Judge Lindley Decides in Favor of the 
Firm. : 


The long disputed case of Buchanan against 
Sahtein, Singer & Co. was yesterday settled 
by Judge Lindley, who sustained the de- 
murrer to the plaintiff’s petition, a decision 
which is, of course, a victory of the 
defendants. The action in the first place was 
to recover the value of certain moneys and 
securities which the plaintiff claimed had been 


extorted from him by duress, both by 
imprisonment and by threats. This 
is a, fair statement of the case as 


made by the plaintiff, who bad been an em- 
plove of the defendacts. He was in 
the habit of coming down from 
Columbia during the busy season and 
helping the firm, and one ef these 
occasions he was detected in carrying off a 
blouse which he had wrapped up. Sahlein, 
Singer & Co. allege that he was guilty 
of petty peculations extending over a number 
of years, and in a rather stormy in- 
terview at Glover & Shepley’s office 
he gave them mone and securities, among 
which was u deed of trust on some property, 
to the amount in all of $10,000. The whole 
matter was hushed up for a time, until Mr. 
Buchanan brought this suit to compel 
restitution of tbe value he had given to 
the defendants, and the Judge in his opinion 
on the case says: ‘*The insufficiency of the 


petition and what chiefly controlled 
me in sustaining the demurrer is 
the allegation that on the day 


after the securities had been surrendered 
and the transaction completely closed and 
tinished, the defendant had an interview with 
plaintiff, in which they represented 
that the putting on record of the deed of 
trust given by him would expose him 
and make known the transaction; that plain- 
tiff, being in fear of imprisonment, etc., did 
take up the notes, giving $2,000 in money and 
ccunty bonds to s.cure the rest. There is no 
allegation of any imprisonment or threat 
of prosecution—from the statement of the 
petition it would almost seem to have been 


done in the interest of the plaintiff. 
This, in my opinion, ratities 
and validates the transaction. The 
rule governing in such matters 


is expressed in Addison on Contracts as fol- 
lows: ‘If one makes a contract. under 
duress and afterwards voluntarily acts upon 
it, he affirms it, and loses the right to com- 
plain of the duress.’ 1donot place the rul- 
ing on the lapse of time. If the trans- 
action begun under threats had not been con- 
summated and next day there was an inter- 
view in which it was completed, it would not 
be necessary to repeat the threats in order 
to make it duress. Their influence might 
still be pending and potent, but aceording to 
the allegation of the petition the interview of 
the next day was not to consummate the 
transaction, but was for an entirely different 
purpose, and what then took place may be fair- 
ly regarded as a voluntary paymentof the ob- 
ligation of the day before, and hence ratifies 
it.

The convention unanimously adopted the 
following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The object of the National Ro- 
man Catholic Union of the Knights of St.

An Interesting Day on Governor’s Is- 
land—-Flowers From Cincinnati and 
Politicians From EKverywnhere.

Among the earliest callers on General Han- 
cock yesterday was the venerable Peter Coop- 
er. The well-known face and air-cushion of 
the cctogenarian philanthropist and ex can- 
didate of the Greenback party for the Presi- 
dency were at once recognized as he landed 
from the steamtug on the island. It is quite a 
walk from the dock to Genera! Haucock’s 
bouse, but Mr. Cooper did not seem to mind 
this or the excessive heat which prevailed at 
the time. Arrived at the General’s house, 
as soon as his name was announced he 
was met at the door by the General, Who gave 
bim a most cordial greeting and invited nim 
to a seat on tbe back porch. A pleasant con- 
ference ensued. Mr. Cooper was warm in 
bis congratuiations, and, although it had 
been the cherished dream—and it was alia 
dream—of his old agetosee the Greeaback 
pany. of which he had been the proud ex- 
ponent and tireless champion, prevail, he felt 
confident that the affairs of tue country would 
be properly administered with Gen. Hancock 
as its exccutive head. 

“Ishall be glad to see you at any time.“ 
said the General, as Mr. Cooper rose to take 
bis departure. 

“T heupe when I next call upon vou,“ re- 
phed Mr. Cooper, “it will be at the White 
Heuse.’”’ 

The venerable visitor smiled as though he 
bad given utreranee to an original idea aud 
the General smiled as in duty bound. 

Just after Mr. Cooper hid coucluded his 
nl on General Hancock ammique present of 
flowers arrived from Cinein nau. Taey were 
immortelles, arranged to represent a minia— 
ture locomotive and tender, eight feet long, 
two feet bigh and about the same space in 
width. It was placed on the front piazza, 
and tbe large number of people who called 
pronounced it a remarkabie specimen of floral 
art. The name **Hancock’’s appeared in em- 
erald-colored flowers. There are the cow- 
catcher, the wheels, piston, smokestack, hell 
ard al) the otber appurtenances wrought into 
the highest perfection of artistic skill. Upon 
a paper pinned on one side is the inscription, 
„C. W. West, Burnett House. sends Ciacin- 
nati’s greetings to President W. 8. Hancock.“ 
On the lecomotive written in violets were the 
words, „On to the White House.“ 

A delegation from. Colonel Cavanauch’s 
Sixty-nioth Regiment called and was beartily 
welcomed by their oid chiefiain of the Second 
corps. The delegation had hoped that he 
would reconsider his refusal to present to the 
regiment, on tke Fourthof July, in Jones’ 
Woods, the set of colors given to it ny the 
ladies of the city. The General explained 
that it was us great a disappointment to him 
not to be able to carry out his original inten- 
tion us it could be tothe regiment.

Inaugural Excursion of the Fresh Air 
Mission.

Threatening Weather Diminishes 
the Attendance.

Some Account of this Sensible Charity 
and Those Who are Engaged in It. 


The first of the series for 1880 of thirteen 
steamboat excursions for the children of the 
poor took place to-day, the steamer E. W. 
Cole leaving the toot of Cherry street at teu 
o’clock for a tbirty-mile run up the river 
with about 600 children and their attendants 
on board. The day opened anything but aus- 
piciously for a picnic of any kind. and the 
rain fell in torrents from six to eight, and 
Mr. N. O. Nelson, the gentleman 0 
whom is due the credit of organizing 
this most praiseworthy charity, and upon 
whom falls the burden of the management 
of the excursions, was about to abandon the 


trip. when the sun came out in a clear sky 


and nature looked the fresher for her bath. 
Nine o’clock was the hour advertised for the 
start, but owing to the interruption of the 


rain, the hour was delayed until ten o’clock. 
It was well that this was done, for the children 
with their parents only fairly commenced to 
come at nine. But they did come in swarms. 


Poor tired women with their poor 
tired-looking children. Out of noisom: 
alleys and from the attics of 


towering tenements, where pure air and sun- 
shine are only theories and not existence, 
From the squalid buts of Kerry Patch, and 
from the het, closely built tenements of the 
Gas-works section south. The ladies in chirze 
of the distribution of tickets had done their 
work well. The tickets had been put where 
they would 
DO THE MOST GOOD, 

and the class of children the mission aims to 
benetit sought out,to-wit: the sick and ailing 
between infancy and eight years, and children 


of the poor to whom a picnic or 
anything otber than their squalid 
surrouvdings is unknown, except as 


they have heard from the lips of some more 
fortunate companions. ‘The chiidren on 
board to-day were all noisy, aad came with 
clean and smiling faces. Mothers with gar- 
ments that had been patched and patched 
avain had their little girls neatly and even at- 
tractively dressed. In some instances there 
was evidence of outlay for this parucular ex- 
cursion. ‘Taken at a casual glauce, the crowd 


might have been an ordinary Sune 
day-school party. A  PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter mentioned this fact to 
Mrs. Nelson. She replisd that 


the children were certainly a well-clad,neat- 
look ing set, but that the reporter forgot that 
a motber’s first impulse is to make her chil- 
dren presentable, and the new shoes or hat 
would be purchased if the family were forced 
to live for the remaider of the week on bread 
and water. This is true of all nationalities. 
Perbaps this sort of pride obtains more 
strongly with the American mother, but it 
exists with themall. ‘The projectors of the 
mission know exactly who the children are, 
as their system of distributing 
tickets is perfect. The eity is 
districted and each district assigned to 
certain ladies. They visit the homes 
in the district, and upon findiug achild who 
needsthe benetit of the excursions furnish 
its parents with a coupon ticket, good for tive 
trips on the E. W. Cole. Tne name and age 
ofthe child is written on the ticket, and it is 
not transferable. 
THE LADIES 

who make it their duty to hunt up these chil- 
dren, and give themafew brignt days id a 
dreary childhood, are Mrs. Wm. E. Wear, 
Mrs. Bernard, Mrs. Ciara Langdon, Mrs. E. 
A. De Woiff, Mrs. Alex. Mastbrook, Mrs. X. 
O. Nelson and the Misses Woolworth, 
of McNair avenue. ‘These ladies are 
devoted to the good work, and personally at- 
tend each excursion, helping the wan, tired 
mothers to care for their little ones, and wov- 
ing among the sick ones like munistering 
angels. They were all on duty to-day. Tuey 
are assisted in their work iu the city by Mrs. 
Dr. Albert Merrill, Mrs. Isaac W. Morton, 
Mrs. Watlace, Mrs. Thum, Mrs. Thomas, Mrs. 
Robert K. Woods, Mrs. Pegram, Mrs. F. B. 
Chamberlain, Mrs. Dana, Mrs. Dr. Heacock, 
Mrs. Alexander, Miss Daisy Lep- 
mann and Miss Belle Anderson. 
Mr. N. O. Nelson and Col. Geo. O. Carpenter, 
Jr., attend to the business arravgements anil 
solicit the money with which to defray the ex- 
penses of the excursions. Mr. Nelson said to 
the reporter this morning that the respoase to 
bis appeal for subscriptions to the fresh air 
mission is ready and generous. There is ac- 
tuaily no difficulty in securing funds. In 
many instances they are sent to him volun- 


tarily. Already he has on hand money 
enough to pay half the expen- 
ses of the season’s trips, and it will 


be a matter of very little labor to secure the 
remainder when needed. To Mr. Nelsoa and 
to Samuel Cupples is due the credit of traas- 
planting to the West what has long been one 
of the 
EXIGENT CHARITIES 

of New York and other Kastern cities. At 
the outset there was much to contend with. 
It was not the matter of money, for our ever- 
generous people came forward promptly, au 
thrice the money could have — secured. 
The difficulties lay with those whom it 
was intended to benefit. Among the lower 
classes there is a great distrust of any person 
who comes in the guise of a vbenefacter. It is 
not in their minds to understand how any one 
can give without expecting areturn. Then, 
again, that unfortunate, perhaps, but truly 
American pride, which squaler and misery 
cannot stifle, would assert itself with some, 
and the foolish mother. would deprive her 
children of needed sunsbine and recreatiou 
rather than have them go ona poor chil- 
dren’s excursion.’’ And then mothers 
would say, My children have 
nothing to wear.“ These were only some of 
the difficulties that met these ladies as they 
went through the by-ways trving to do good, 
and even now they are but partially removed. 
But the good women arein earnest,and de- 
spite the existence of the stubborn ones, the 
fresh air excursions will prove a grand sue- 
cess, The attendance this morning was lighter 
than it will be again. There were fewer in- 
validson board than usual, and Drs. J. P. 
Kingsiev and Zs S. Hawley and 
Mr. Pezolt, who represented Drug- 
ist Alexander Mastbrook, were not, 
as busy as they could have wished. The 
children were in fact a noisy, cheerful sec. 
The surroundings were novel to them all. 
Many had never been on a steamboat before. 
But with the nonchalance of childhood they 
accommodated themselves to the situation aad 
romped and played all over the boat, while 
the mothers sat quietly in their chairs and 
rested. Poor things, they were the oues was 
enjoyed this whiff of nature, this absence 
from the laundry or the wearv machine. 
It brought the color bac to their cheeks 
and gave brightness to their eves. To tnem 
the ladies in charge of the excursien directed 
themselves, and many a soft “God bless vou“ 
was Whispered as Lady Bountiful after her 
words of good cheer and promise, perhaps, 
of more praciical aid, went elsewhere on 
ber tender mission. lIacideuts were few. 
Everybody was monotonously happy. The 
children clustered around the great barrel of 
lemonade, and drank liberally to the aecom- 
paniment of crackers, which were furaiszhea 
free.
